BANK ON SELF-RELIANCE 

VERY day problems are aris- 
E ing which prove beyond doubt 

that self-reliance is one of the 
most needed of the foundation stones 
upon which any successful life is 
based. The fellow who is always 
waiting for Aunt Anna or Uncle Jack 
to die off and leave a fat bank ac- 
count is not worth the powder to blow 
him up. Nine chances out of ten he 
would only have his legacy a few 
months until it would either be spent 
on riotous living or swindled away 
on some get-rich-quick scheme. It’s 
the plodder—the fellow who works 
hard for every cent he has and 
glories in his efforts—that eventu- 


ally makes the man, worth while. In | 


the first place, he demonstrates that 
he has sufficient gray matter to earn 
a dollar, and he learns the value of 
that dollar as he goes along. Then 
he learns the process of making 
one dollar earn two, and by and by 
as the years roll along he finds that 
he has gained a foothold in a finan- 
cial position which assures him a 
steady growth upon that firm founda- 
tion which he as built for himself. 
We frequently hear used in a slang 
way, “He is a regular lobster.” Now 
there may be more than slang in the 
expression, because there are a iot of 
human lobsters in the world. A lob- 
ster when left high and dry among 
the rocks has not enough energy to 
| work his way back to the sea, but 
waits for the tide to bring the sea 
to him. If it does not come, he stays 
right where he is and dies, too 
lazy to put forth any effort himself. 
“Rasy come, easy go,” is just as 
true today as it was a century ago. 
Money is nothing, unless there is a 











force of character back of it that 
will turn it into the right channels, 
and make every effort spent bring 
back its equivalent in worth, with 
sufficient interest to pay for its in- 
vestment. Many times a dollar can 
be invested in a book which will 
mean a return of thousands of dol- 
lars in mental or physical improve- 
ment to the investor, and a dollar in- 
vested in an admission to a good lec- 
ture has often started a man or 
woman on the road to success. 

Looking at life broadly, it is not so 
much the financial returns in this 
world as it is the person’s real worth 
to his family, community and town 
which really gives him his place 
among his friends and decides for 
him whether he is a power among 
men or whether he is a. nonentity. 

Self-reliance, consistimg of an in- 
nate desire to achieve just as much 
as any other good, hard-headed bust- 
nessman, and an ambition to show 
the world that the greatest obstacles 
can be overcome, has strengthened 
the backbone of many a man who 
would have been down and out had 
it not been for this admirable trait 
of character. 


What chance has the man of dold- 
ing his job nowadays when he must 
compete against georgette waists, 
eyelet camisoles, rolled-down stock- 
ings and skirts that flutter about 
curved knees? 





DAUGHERTY STARTS IN 
HE investigation by the Depart- 

I ment of Justice of all major 
war-time contracts with the 


Government has been begun, Attor- 
ney General Daugherty announces. To 








handle the work, which has the ap- 
proval of President Harding, Mr. 
Daugherty said a special bureau is 


being organized, 

The purpose of the investigation, 
he explained, is to sift war-time deal- 
ings of business concerns and indi- 
viduals with the Government in order 
that those guilty of dishonesty may 
be punished and those whose deal- 
ings from what he declared were sus- 
picions prevalent that all of the Gov- 
ernment’s war contracts are open to 
question. Declaring that the inves- 
tigation was not directed primtrily 
at “the little fellows,” he said, “we 
will throw back any minnows we 
catch and let them start over again.” 
At the conclusion of the work, Mr. 
Daugherty said, he would report to 
the President. He expressed confi- 
dence that the great majority of the 
businessmen who had dealings with 
the Government were beyond re- 
proach, but that there had undoubt- 
edly been many instances where bust- 
ness had been done on an unfair 
basis. 

The Government, he said, could not 
justify sending men and boys ~ to 
prison for antagynizing the raising of 
an army during the war, if men who 
made unconscionable profits out of 
the nation went unscathed. 

President Harding in annulling the 
contract of the War Department, on 
advice of Daugherty, to sell surplus 
military harness to the United States 
Harness Company to be sold on a 
profit-sharing basis, is only the begin- 
ning.

HAVE A HEART! 
URSING the telephone company 
C and all its employees is such a 
common indoor sport that it is 
only fair to give an occasional glance 
at the other side. As a matter of 
fact, there are probably few public 
utilities in which the percentage of 
prompt and accurate service is so 
high. In the mammoth city of Chi- 
cago in the month of May over 67,- 
000,000 telephone calls were made. 
Records kept by the company showed 
that in 96 per cent of these the con- 
nection was made promptly and with- 


out error. Of course, the kicker 
will say that he knows personally 
that the percentage of errors has 


been under-estimated, but if he will 
think of the calls he issued in com- 
parison with the grand total he will 
get new light on the subject.

= Many merchants and heads of retail associations agree that “a reduction tn rentala would be 
= a real benefit to the buying public,” as one of them puts it. And as one they assure us that, 
= even though he has been confronted with the high cost of those items enumerated by the Pub 
= lic Ledger, “the retailer on the whole has been. and stil! is, absorbing hia share of the shrink 
= age in values,” in the words of a Louisiana correspondent. “We can assure you that retail 
= prices in the Central West have responded promptly to reductions made by the wholesaler,” 
= avers a Nebraska correspondent. As the New York Evening Mail puts the case of the retailer, 
most of whom, in the opinion of this paper, “are doing the best they know how.” 


“Speaking broadly, the problem which confronts the retailer is no longer that of disposing 
of old high-cost goods and replacing with cheaper stocks upon which he can make a profit. The 
liquidation of old stocks has been pretty well carried through. The question which the retailer 
has to solve deals with costs and expenses which the wholesalers’ reductions have not touched, 


“The delivery costs in the city of Washingington, D. C., last year totaled $40 for each inhab 
itant, or approximately $90 per family! The retailers’ costs of delivery in the cities of the coun 
try generally are extravegantly high. The costs of what we may call ‘frill’ of retail merohan- 


dising have grown to be enormously expensive. A look into a typically modern store ia sufficient 
to reveal this fact. 


“The wrapping paper bill of a merchant used to be nominal. Now it Is very substantial. The 
express and freight charges which used to be so low that they were charged into the general 


expense account are now so high they must be apportioned and added into the selling price of 
individual articles. 


“The taxes have not come down at all. The interest rate on money used in the business 
has not come down. The advertising costs have gone up. In a small Now England city where 
a few years since the local newspaper flat rate was 15 cents an inch, it is today 65 cents an 
inch, The wage costs, which were raised during the war, have not been lowered much 


“Manifestly, while the retailer can and does sell cheaper than he did, he can not cut his 
prices so much as the wholesalers have cut theirs without putting himatelf steadily in the poal- 
tion of doing business at a loss.” 


As the Toledo Blade sees the retailers’ side of the question 

“The full benefit of the wholesalers’ price cut can not be passed on to the consumer immedi 
ately without disaster to the retailer. The process of price reduction ts a slow and more or leas 
jerky one. It takes time and patience and entalls sacrifice on the part of every one concerned, 
from original producers to ultimate consumer. The hardest hit interest in the process, as a gen- 
erai thing, has been the retailer. To a large extent he has been the shock absorber during the 
down turn. He has had to take big losses over and over again, and he is still taking them. 


And with them he has had to take, too, much unmerited abuse.”~Quoted from the Literary

CHOSE POOR PLACE TO REST 


Traveler in Spain Not Fully Aware as 
to Just What Uses Beds Were 
Sometimes Put. 
| An American tells of a visit he once 
! made to the town of Yuste, in the 
| northwestern corner of Spain. He 
had sought rest under discouraging 
circumstances, after a ride on mule- 
back over miles of dusty road. While 
the hostess of the inn was preparing 
his dinuer he proposed to himself to 
rest upon the bed in the public room.

Pumice Should Make Us Bright. 

Pumice is formed by the solidifica- 
tion of the foam produced on molten 
lava by the escape of gases. The in- 
side makeup of high-grade pumice is 
cellular and the specific gravity of the 
stone is so low that dry pumice floats 
in water. The known deposits on dry 
land are not considerable, although 
the stone is scattered over large areas 
of the world’s ocean bed. 

Italian pumice is the highest grade 
known to the trade. The volcanic is- 
land of Lapri lying off the north coast 
of Sicily about 40 miles from the Ital- 
ian mainland, is the seat of the indus- 
try. 

Pumice is used chiefly by automo- 
bile and carriage manufacturers, mar- 
ble workers, lithographers, platers and 
manufacturers of patent leather and 
enamel. Crushed to powder, it is used 
for scouring and polishing. Shipments 
amounting to 8,800,000 pounds of 
pumice were made to the United 
States in the six months from January 
to June, 1920, by one firm In Lipari.
